ly Date 


Work on the repaving of Euclid avenue and the addition to 


the sewage disposal plant will 


be started just as soon as Up- 


land receives its share of the $90,000,000 appropriated to the 
cities and states by the state legislature. 
This was disclosed today by R. G. Manley, city manager, 


who also said that under present 
plans Upland would receive ap- 
proximately $60,000. This would be 
matched by the city and a total of 
$120,000 would be avaliable for the 
two projects which the city has 
been wanting to get started for 
some time. 

Although Governor Warren ve- 
toed the bill giving the $90,000 
surplus to the cities, both houses 
of the ‘legislatu¥e passed it over 
his objection and the biii becomes 
law without his signature. 

According to Mr. Manley, the 
area to be repavéd by the city as 
socn as the funds are available 
includes the west side of Euclid. 
avenue from Thirteenth street to 
Twenty-fourth street. 

The addition to the sewage 
plant. would be made jointly with 
Ontario and would be done almost 


simultaneously with the repaving 
of Euclid avenue. 

The appropriation of the money 
to the cities and ccunties is a tn- 


umph for the League of Californiad. 


Cities which has been waging an 
extensive campaign for several 
months before the legislature me‘. 
The governor had openly declared 
his opposition to it and indirectly 
indicated that he would veto the 
bill. Both the assembly and the 
senate passed the bill by large 
majorities the first time and then 
very quickly over-rode Governor 
Warren’s veto.
